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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claim limitation, "providing a publisher/subscriber architecture interposed between a first network 
and second network, transmitting the first information after the first information has been translated to the second protocol" requires further 
consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 24 is still rejected under 35 USC 112 2nd 
paragraph because "publisher, subscriber, publisher and subscriber architecture" have no specific structure or algorithm. 

On pages 1 3-1 5 of the applicant's arguments, the applicant argues that Schwesig does not teach protocol translator and Giroti does not 
teach "protocol translating being done on information that is being provided by 24, 26, 28 to the IADS and there is no "publishing" of 
information. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant's arguments because claim 12 recites "a first protocol translator associated with the 
publication manager for translating the first quantity of information from a first protocol to a second protocol and a second protocol translator 
associated with the subscription manager for translating the publications from a third protocol to the second protocol when required." 
Schwesig teaches "a sever having subscription manager and publish manager located between subscriber client and publisher client (Fig. 
1-5, paragraph 0052, 00053)" and Giroti teaches "integrated application delivery system (IADS) translates data packets or streams from 
wirelelss protocol to enterprise IP network and/or from PSTN protocol to the enterprise IP network (Fig. 2, 5, paragraph 0024, 0029)" The 
first protocol is wirless protocl, the second protocol is IP protocol, and the third protocol is PSTN protocol. Thus, Giroti teaches "protocol 
translator to translate a data packet from one protocol to another." Therefore, it would have been obvious to the one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention was made to incoporate the protocol translator (IADS) to translate data packets or streams from wirelelss 
protocol to enterprise IP network and/or from PSTN protocol to the enterprise IP network of Giroti into the system of Schwesig, such that 
the unified server having subscription/publish manager translates wirelelss protocol to enterprise IP network and/or from PSTN protocol to 
the enterprise IP network instead of using separate translators since it has been held that constructing a formerly integral structure in 
various elements involves only routine skill in the art. 
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
